Dear  Sirs, 

A  recent  letter  to  the  Nexus  has 
incensed  me  to  the  point  where  I 
feel  obligated  to  make  some 
literary  sense  out  of  my  rather 
extreme  emotional  reactions.  I 
refer,  specifically,  to  a  letter 
written  by  Michael  Svonavec. 

Svonavec  is  a  man  who  is  in  the 
terminal  stages  of  two  diseases 
common  to  intelligent  and  well- 
trained  men.  The  first  is  an 
inability  to  communicate  with  the 
rest  of  us  slobs— an  inability  to 
speak  the  common  tongue.  The 
second  is  the  "What's  good  for 
me  is  good  for  everyone"  syn¬ 
drome  which  is,  alas,  a  disease  not 
wholly  confined  to  intellectuals. 

It  is  aparent  that  Svonavec  has 
a  rigid  and  inflexible  system  of 
values.

Briefly  put,  most  of  the  advances 
of  humankind  in  all  areas  of 
human  endeavor  have  been 
initiated  by  the  flexible,  curious 
and  doubting  mind.  Some  of  these 
minds  have  been  disciplined, 
some  have  been  close  to  insanity, 
but  few,  if  any,  have  been 
produced  directly  through  the

We  take  that  chance  because  we 
do  not  wish  to  crush  that  which 
is  questioning  or  doubting  in  that 
mind  or  its  highest  state  of 
development  will  be  no  higher 
than  our  own.  Yet  Svonavec's 
main  thrust  is  in  the  opposite 
direction,  a  peculiar  direction  to 
take  for  one  who  claims  to  be  a 
scientist.  He  sees  only  the 
dangers  of  freedom  while 
ignoring  the  potential  rewards.  If 
the  creative  among  us  were 
encouraged  and  enhanced  by  our 
educational  system  rather  than 
forced  to  survive  it  (and  many  do 
not),  what  a  strange  and  won¬ 
derful  world  it  might  be.  But,  it 
would  be  a  world  in  which 
Svonavec  and  those  like  him 
(most  of  whom  hold  the  power  in 
the  real  world)  could  not  hope  to 
survive.  They  need  the  security 
of  knowing  where  they  stand,  of 
knowing  how  to  react  in  any 
situation  without  the  need  for 
conscious  thought,  and  without 
the  burden  of  accepting 
responsibility  for  their  behavior, 
since  they  have  delegated  that 
job  to  some  absolute  and  obscure 
God,  country  or  philosophy. 
They  prefer  the  young  to  be  well- 
trained  animals  whose  activities 


hard  drugs,  who  are  known  to 
steal  to  support  their  habit.  Also, 
no  scientific  research  has  ever 
found  pot  to  be  nearly  as 
dangerous  as  alcohol,  or  even 
cigarettes  for  that  matter. 

Secondly,  I  think  very  few 
Purdue  students  can  be  fairly 
compared  to  a  "sack  of 
potatoes."  I,  personally,  have  a 
high  regard  for  my  classmates, 
smokers  and  non-smokers,  alike. 


not  telling  the  general  public 
what  B.O.E.  means.

Or  do  we  want  exposure  to  many 
different  possibilities  and  a 
chance  to  learn  from  the  in¬ 
terplay  between  them. 

Granted  that  I  have  taken  a 
small  conflict  of  values  and 
blown  it  up  into  some  big  deal 
philosophizing,  but,  as  I  watch 
the  world  begin  to  slip  backward 
from  the  energy  of  the  sixties 
towards  an  apathetic  and 
repressed  seventies,  I  consider 
the  kind  of  world  being  prepared 
for  my  young  daughter  and  of 
what  kinds  of  minds  I  am  going  to 
have  to  face  when  I  graduate.  I 
find  people  who  think  like 
Svonavec  terrifying.  They  all 
know  what's  best  for  me  and  it 
disturbs  me  to  know  that  they 
hold  the  reins  of  power.
